jo  many  famous  Kingdomes,  the  invention  and  decay  j 
of  fo  many  learned  labours,  the  erreUion  and  defacing 
of  fo  many  fiatelyT rcpbies:  time,  which  in  her  v aft, 
Gufib,  hath  not  only  fwallowed  up  Antiquity,  but  for 
the  mofi  pan  envied  herHifiory,  will  yet  under  your 
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cenfuic  hath  ftampt  it  for  a  currant 
%  %  Proverb,  that  it  is  better  for  a  man  to  be  for-

yec  can  never  command.,  and  feldome  in- 
treate  her  (ervice  :  It  hath  been  thought  the 
pride  and  priviledge  of  that  power  we  call  fortune  to  be¬ 
llow  her  bell  favours,where  fhe  finds  leaf!  worth*  to  crown 
folly, and  crofs  wifdome,to  make  fools  happy,  and  the  wile 
unfortunate,  as  a  Queen  fhe  is  fuppoled  to  Ihew  her  great- 
eft  Majefty  in  mans  weaknefs,  to  pity  floth  and  envy  indu- 
ftry,  as  raoft  jealous,  left  mans  wit  or  endeavours  fhouldj 
challenge  any  part  in  her  Prerogative :  But  he  that  knows, 
wifely  to  Arbitrate  betwixt  the  clouds  of  Pagan  ignorance, 
and  the  clear  fun-fhine  of  Chriftianity,  betwixt  Poetick; 
fancies  and  Prophetical  vilions,  fhall  find  vulgar  opinion 
only  miftaken  in  the  name ,  aferibing  that  tranfeendent 
Ipowcrof  difpofing  of  worldly  actions  to  a  Deity  which 
they  call  Fortune ,  which  Chriftianity  might  have  taught 
them  more  properly  to  have  termed  Providence ,  and  how- 
Ibeverthcy  have  bounded  her  large  Empire  beyond  theif 
own  reafon*  yet  Chriftianity  hath  travailed  much  farther, 

and  yet  can  preferibe  no  limits,  as  that  which  tranlcends 
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into  an  Infinite, and  out-reaching  the  eye  oi  alldilcovcry,and 
chough  no  place  hath  been  found  (obafe  in  tneT.  heater  of 
Nature  or  Civil  A&ions*  wherein  Providence  cannot  (hew 
the  abundant  Trophees  of  her  magnificence*  yet  there  de¬ 
fires  fhe  to  triumph  mod,  whereto  men  fheleems  to  have 
leafl  power  j  Her  chiefed  glory  is  to  fet  upherEnfignson 
the  gates  of  mans  wifdome ,  and  tread  on  the  neck  of 
worldly  policy.  No  marvel  then  that  in  our  learned 
tbor-i  in  whom  neither  Philofophy  could  add,  or  rcaion  di¬ 
ctate  more,  whom  neither  wifdome  could  encreafe*  or  af¬ 
fliction  diminifh,  only  providence  could  chaliengea  jurif- 
diaion,  his  Eminent  Parts  fubjedting  him  to  the  detraction 
of  his  Enemies,  whofe  malice  foon  Eclipd  his  Glories,  and 
laid  his  honours  and  virtues  bleeding  in  the  dud*  Thofe 
whom  neither  the  Sword  could  Conquer,  nor  Treafon 
Undermine*  whom  neither  pleafure  conld  allure,  nor  riches 
perfwade,  nor  greatnefs  tempt  to  the  lead  difhonour,  oniy 
envy  and  malice  could  bring  into  fubjeCtion,  as  the  curfed. 
Hand-maids  that  providence  permits  (but  not  allows)  to 
humble  our  greatnefs  and  afpinng  thoughts  i  And  although 
difpaire  is  an  Infumityin  mans  nature, rather  deferving  mens 
pity  than  indignation ,  A  Child  it  is  whom  the  fence  of  mif- 
fortunes  begets  on  great  fpirits,  which  no  fooner  beholds 
the  light,  but  covets  darknefs,  as  if  it  made  no  more  ufe  of 
life,  then  toinftruCthim  the  next  way  to  death ;  yet  when 
the  fad  cloud  of  Royal-frown  lay  hovering  over  his  Lord- 
fhips  head,  entered  not  that  accurfed  infirmity  into  his  mod 
excellent  bread,  nor  in  that  bottomlefs  pit  wherein  no  paf- 
fenger  could  cad  Anchor  finds  he  himfelf  plung'd*  nor  as 
onearreftedby  deaths  immediate  Sergeant,  prepares  he  for 
his  next  appearance,  no  thoughts  of  better  dye  ^once  than 
fear  always,  and  fhut  up  all  mifeheifs  in  one  death,  than 
fpin  out  life  in  many  misfortunes.  And  though  to  live  at 
another  mans  benevolence  feems  the  fmalled  priviledge  of 
a  Subject,  and  to  dye  at  his  own  command  the  greateft  Pre¬ 
rogative  of  a  King,  yet  a  bafe  Heads- man  fhall  not  fhare  fo 
great  a  glory,  as  the  Chopping  of  aHead  enriched  with  fo 
much  policy  and  wifdome,  but  rather  Judice  her  fclf  dull 
feem  to  entreate  no  other  hands  in  his  dacely  execution  then 
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his  Roval  Matter's  mercv ;  which  he  no  fooner  befought

well  with  lorrow  as  wildome,  and  covered  and  adorned 


with  gray  hairs,  made  a  holy  and  humble  retreat  to  the  cool 
(hades  of  reft,  where  he  remained  triumphant  above  fate 
and  fortune,  till  heaven  was  pleafed  to  fummon  him  to  a' 
more  slorious  and  triumphant  reft  :  Nor  fhallhis  mod  ex- 


at  leveral  times  in  his  life  time, now  after  his  death*  lie  buriec 
jn  oblivion,  but  rather  futvive  time,  and  as  Incence  fmei 


fweet  in  the  noftrils  of  pofterity  3  this  was  the  pious  care 


of  Dodtor  Rayleigh  his  Lordfhips  firft  and  laft  Chaplain, 
who  having  the  cuftody  of  all  his  Manufcripts,  did  intent 
fo  to  pay  the  laft  tribute  of  his  faithful  fervi  cc  to  his  dear  I 
Matters  memory,  and  in  order  to  which  thofe  moft  excel¬ 
lent  pieces  of  his  Lordfhips  Natural  Htjlory  and  Refujcita 
tion ,  both  fhft  and  fecond  Imprelsion,  he  both  carefully  and 
faithfully  look’d  over,  before  he  committed  them  to  the 
Piet's ,  were  by  the  great  diligence  and  induftry  of  Matter 
Leigh 7 they  fuffered  almoft  no  worfe  fate, being  publifli  d  not 
w>th  above  two  literal  faultSjand  then  being  delirous  that  all 
other  of  his  Lordfhips  pieces  that  were  extant  in  Q^arto^ 
Otiavo ,  and  Twelves  ,  might  be  fo  Reprinted,  as  to  be  re-. 
du£t  (together  with  what  other  Manufcripts  were  yet  con-! 
ceall’d  from  the  eye  of  the  world)  into  one  folio  Volume.;] 
but  death  preventing  his  eyes  from  beholding  the  accom- 
plifhmentof  fo  good  adefign;  The  ftrudture  lemained  un- 
fimfhed,  but  thofe  to  whom  the  memory  of  the  iearned 
.Author  remains  as  a  pretious  Ointment,  would  never  be¬ 
hold  fo  great  a  general  good  lie  negle&ed,  and  therefore 
what  of  thofe  pieces  that  could  be  collected  and  got  toge-J

ther,  and  that  were  beginning  to  elpoufe  dull:  by  the  hand 
of  Envious  Time, you  have  here  united  into  one  body,  andj 
if  any  of  his  other  Pieces  or  Manufcripts  fhould  by  any  acci-l 
dent  arrive  into  thofe  hands,  that  will  make  it  their  bu finely 
to  be  in  the  enqueft  of  them,  (iich  care  will  be  taken  to  have, 
them  fo  Printed,  as  capable  of  being  Bound  up  (if  ocean-' 
on  ferves)  with  all  or  any  of  his  other  Works  extant  in  Fo¬ 
lio  :  It  being  his  defire,  that  fuch  excellent  pieces  might  be 
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The  Stationer  to  the  Reader. 

Second  Part  of  Refufcitatio  was  colleded  and 
defgned  by  that  learned  Di^vins  ,  Doctor  Wil- 
liam  Rawley*  bis  Lordfhips firU  and\laft  Chap - 
04  l din  who  out  op  bis  pious  zjsal  in  the  preferring  bis 
good  Lord,  and  Mafters  Works  took  great  care  and 
fains  infearcbing  all  likely  places,  and  studies  for  fucbofhis  Works  ! 
as  had  ejcaped  his  Hands ,  that  be  might  link  them  together ,  as  in  one 
chain,  to  prerent  envious  time  of  robbing  the  Worldofonejot  of  that 
Treafure  ,  which  his  Lordjbip  bequeathed.  In  order  thereunto  my 
j mall  afsiftance  the  Doftor  defir ed  ( 1  haring  the  honour  of  being  in, 
timately  acquainted  with  him)  in  inquiring  after  them,  among ft  my 
Acquaintance  and  fending  them  tbbim  to  ferufie,  which  he  careful- \ 
ly  did  that  his  Lordfhips  name  might  not  be  difhonoured  by  patroni¬ 
sing  other  Mens  Works :  Diners  pieces  be  6bthined>  which  be  much 
importuned  me  (  both  by  word  of  mouth  and  divers  Letters )  to  print 
in  Folio,  but  finding  them  to  be  too  little  inBulke  for  afecond  Part > 
it  was  deferred  until  be  bad  received  other  pieces,  which  he  was  then 
promijed :  But  being  arri<vedto  a  good  Old  Age,  Death  conducted  him  j 
to  joy  n  with  his  CM  after  in  praifing  the  great  Lord  of  all ,  which  pre - 1 
rented  the  finiflnng  of  this  bis  latt  temporal  duty  to  his  temporal  Lord .1 
Since  which  time  they  are  fain  into  my  hands,  who  being  filling  to  difi  I 
charge  the  Truft  repofed  in  me  by  the  late  Dottor ,  hare  here  prefcnted 
them  to  you  inacompleat  Volumn ,  which,  I  will  not  pre  fume  to  commend 
otherwife  than  the  true  Works  of  Francis  LbrdSz.  Alban.  !
